n the mad rush to estab* 
lish "gun 
control/' all 


softs of rules, regulations 


and stipulations were put Into 
effect by any number of Govern- 
ment agencies. And, In spite of 
earnest pleas for moderation by 
various citizens organizations 
such as the National Rifle Asso* 
ciatlon, some of the measures 
taken toward "gun 
control" 


made little sense. We can be 
thankful that Congress has al* 
ready trimmed back some of 
the

extreme features. 


Other 
measures 
have been 


dropped because they produced 
a result just the opiwsite from 
that Intended. 


One such measure involved 


the Post Office Department. The 
regulation stated that any pack- 
age or bundle containing guns had 
to be Imprinted with the word 
"firearms" in letters of at least 
an inch in height. Now, as any 
eye doctor will testify, a slug of 
type one inch high has great 
visibility; 
the words 
can be 


clearly read at a considerable 
distance by anyone with moder- 
ately good eyesight. 


What the one-tnch-high label- 


ing was supposed to do for law- 
abiding citizens is not clear; 
but for crooks, it m<;antone thing: 
"come and get it." It would 
make about as much sense to re- 
quire all armored vehicles to 
post signs reading, "This truck 
contains up to $500,000.00 in 
cash." 


The upshot of it all was pre- 


dictable; soon there were alarm- 
ing reports that the neatly lab- 
eled packages 
with their an- 


nounced contest were being sto- 
len in great numbers. The guns 
could be registered or not; the 
thieves didn't care one way or 
another. Labels, like locks, are 
for honest people. 


This is the all-too-often story 


of the Do-Gooder. He is the 
Great Protector, the Silver of 
All Problems. He presumes that 
once his carefully contrived con- 
trols are put into effect, all will 
obey. 


It makes much more sense 


to go after the crooks and crim- 
inally minded, by increasing the 
penalties for the commission 
of any crime with the use of a 
dangerous weapon. This can be 
done without penalizing the law 
abiding citizen, the hunter, the 
hobbyist, and a host of others. 
This, we hope, was one of the 
lessons learned from the label- 
ing fiasco.—Crossett Observer

Gun Barrage 
Aimed at

lined up 20 big 


howitzers and fired more than 
2,000 shells into a suspected 
North Vietnamese staging area 
across the Cambodian border 
Sunday in one of the biggest ar- 
tillery attacks of the Vietnam 
war. 


"It must have looked like the 


Russian front In World War II," 
one U.S. officer said of the five- 
hour attack, made from a re- 
opened firebase in War Zone C, 
about 70 miles northwest of Sai- 
gon. 


Initial reports indicated some 


bunkers were blown open and a 
few secondary explosions oc- 
curred, indicating that muni- 
tions had been stored in the 
area. But U.S. officers said bad 
weather prevented a thorough 
aerial assessment. 


The twelve 155mm and eight 


8-inch howitzers blazed away at 
the rate of seven rounds a min- 
ute. The target was a crescent- 
shaped jungle area about five 
miles west of the border and 
one to two miles southeast of 
the 
Cambodian 
town of Kra- 


sang. 


Allied troops recently swept 


through the area, but officers of 
the U.S. 25th Infantry Division 
saW MeUigehce rejpertsIndicat- 
ed that the area was being used 
as a "marshalling area" by 
North Vietnamese troops. 


Such artillery attacks are 


rare in the Vietnam war. Satur- 
ation bombardment 
usually is 


left to B52 bombers and tactical 
aircraft. One senior officer said 
the proximity of Krasang to the 
target area may have led to the 
decision to use artillery instead 
of less accurate air strikes. 


The artillery attack coincided 


with a new operation launched 
Inside Cambodia by South Viet- 
namese forces near the provin- 
cial capital of Prey Veng, 35 
miles west of Krasang. 


A South Vietnamese spokes- 


man said the troops clashed 
sporadically with enemy forces 
over a 12-mile area around Prey 
Veng Sunday. He reported 34 
enemy killed, 13 prisoners tak- 
en, and only one South Viet- 
namese wounded.

LIMA, Peru (AP>- Htffldfeds 


were feared dead in Peru today 
following a massive earthquake 
that 
devastated 
eomtfiiiflitles 


along a 600-mile streteh of the 
coast. 


Radio Panamericana reported 


140 dead in Huaras, a city of 
22,000 in the snow-capped Andes 
175 miles north of Lima. The 
Peruvian Red Cross said 90 per 
cent of the homes and commer* 
cial buildings were destroyed 
Sunday In the quake and at 
least five after shocks. 


Some 35 miles to the north- 


west, the slum-ridden coastal 
city of Chlmbote had at least 15 
killed and terrible destruction, 
officials reported. Chimbote was 
a sleepy fishing village until a 
few years ago, but the new fish- 
meal Industry has ttracted 
thousands of Indians to work in 
the factories. 


The Peruvian Geophysical In- 


stitute said the quake struck at 
3:23 p.m. EST, with its epicen- 
ter 211 miles northwest of Lima 
and 12 miles offshore from 
Cliimbots. The institute said the 
tremor was 7.75 on the Richter 
scale and 8 on the Mercall 
scale, intense enough to cause 
"grave damage." 


Peru's last disastrous quake, 


on Oct. 17, 1966, killed 175 per- 
sons and left more than 3,000 
homeless. It registered 1.5 on 
the Richter scale. 


Officials said it might be days 


before an accurate assessment 
of deaths ;,and property damage 
could be made. 


In Lima damage was slight 


and injuries' few. 
One person 


died of a heart attack attributed 
to the earthquake.

and ress.

Supreme Court Today spared 
William L, Maxwell from execu- 
tion but did not decide the chal- 
lenges to capital punishment his 
appeal presented, 


The 64 decision gives Max- 


well, an Arkansas Negro, a 
chance to argue in lower court 
the sentence cannot be carried 
out because opponents of capital 
punishment were kept out of the 
jury box. 


The Maxwell case reached na- 


tional prominence because it be- 
came a pivotal test of the way 
the death penalty is adminis- 
tered in this country. 


The court did not rule on the 


issues presented, but granted 
review to death cases from Cali- 
fornia and Ohio which also 
present strong challenges to use 
of the death penalty. 


The action means the issues 


will not be decided until next 
term when the court will be at 
full strength. Judge Harry A. 
Blackmun, who takes his seat 
next week, thus will help the 
court decide issues that have re- 
mained 
unresolved over the 


past two terms. 


Justice Hugo L. Black dissent- 


ed as he did in June, 1903, when 
the court ruled persons express- 
ing general conscientious scru- 
ples against the death penalty 
could not automatically be kept 
off juries in capital cases. 


Today's decision said Max- 


well's death sentence could not 
stand if opponents of capital 
punishment 
were 
arbitrarily 


barred as jurors. But the court 
did not reach a decision on this 
since Maxwell did not raise the 
jury issue in the three federal 
courts that have considered his 
appeal.

biggest single check ever paid 
to the winner of a motor-sports 
event-$271,697.72. 


"This has to be the greatest 


single day in a race driver's 
life," the handsome,dark-haired 
member of a racing family from 
Albuquerque 
said 
modestly. 


"The 
guys back there hi the 


garage made it possible." 


He also had some sentimental 


words for Parnelli Jones, win- 
ner of the 1963 Memoril Day 
500. Jones is co-owner of the 
P.J.-Colt turbocharged Ford that 
performed so flawlessly for Un- 
ser Saturday. 


What Unser didn't say but 


what he admits privately is that 
a year of seasoning under Jones' 
wing has made him one of the 
world's best drivers, with un- 
told wealth and glory ahead of 
him. 


He hooked up with the bril- 


liant Jones last year prior to th-a 
Memorial Day race, but missed 
the lineup when he broke his leg 
while frolicking with a motor- 
cycle in the garage area. 


After his leg mended, how- 


ever, 
the 
31-year-old drove 


Jones' car 
to six champion- 


ship victories in 11 races, fin- 
islied' Second thrde times", third 
once and fourth on another oc- 
casion. 


He came into this year's 500 


with the best current record of
